to Cght'ttgainet the rebels. The passen- 
gers of tho Durien say tha chances of 
•the Liberals seem better than ever since 
tho commencement of tho revolution. 


Guards ore. 'still kept on board tho 


trains running between Panama and Col- 
on. Both sides are committing atroci- 
ties. In tho attack made on the gov- 
ernment troops Sunday ft few miles out' 
of Colon the rebels defeated the govern- 
ment forces and one of the latter wns af- 
terwards found, shot in the abdomen 
with both legs amputated. 


A BLOODY CONFLICT

liours. The Colombian forces were com- 
pelled to retire, but not before 1,100 of 
both sides had been killed and wound- 
ed. Among those- were

Medina of the. Venezuelan side and four 
colonels. Tho army of six thousand in- 
vaders was divided 
into 
twenty-eight 


regiments, some 01" which wore of the 
regular Colombian army, commanded by 
government officers and 'using tho army 
artillery. 


Because of the strict postal, press and 


cable censorship, the victories won by 
tho rebels in several buttles were given 
as mere skirmishes. 


Gen. 
Marin's forces have won sevcra\ 


engagements, and now practically con- 
trols the department 
o£ Tolinm. Two 


other battles, with favorable results for 
tho rebels took place at Canazas and 
Gatnn, department of Panama. 


Four battles have been fought during 


the last month in tho south of Cauca 
which 
are also government defeats, 


though details are lacking. 


Accoring to latest bulletin of the Col- 


ombian insurrectionists, copies of which 
have just been received, the rebels have 
• & fighting strength of 2S.OOO. 


ALIVE AND FIGHTING. 


YORK, Aug. 15.— The Tribune 


says: 


The Colombians here who discredited 


the report of their government that Gen. 
Rafael Uribc-Uribe hnd been killed in 
battle were right. Two communications 
liave been received from the rebel chief 
by Dr. Restepo,, representing the Liber- 
al party in this country, these not only 
overcome, all doubt as to whether Gon. 
Uribe-Uribe is really nlivc but convoy 
the further news that he is in the thick 
of the conflict, OHO was a letter dated 
Aug. 3 at San Cristobal, Venezuela and 
tho other a cable dispaach from Jlara- 
caibo, dated ' Aug. 10,' which hod been 
sent for transmission from the former 


Gen. Igurian 
announced that Gen. 


Uribe-Uribo was killed on July 27. Mar- 
acaibo message said: 
"Complete victory 


over invaders under Gin. Gonzales Val- 
encia." 


This refers ti> the invasion of last Fri- 


day and explains the complicated affairs 
on the Venezuelan and Colombian fron- 
tiers. It proves, too, Colombians here 
said, the correctness of a report from 
another source that Gen. Urioe-Uribc is 
not yet in Colombia, but in reality is 
commanding the Venezuelan army which 


the invaders from Colombia. It 


i further asserted that President Cipri- 


Castro of Venezuela cabled to Gen. 


Uribe-Uribe wnon tho latter wns in this 
city to come to his assistance when he 
learned of the attacks 'being prepared 
at Cutua. This request accounts for 
Uribe's hurried departure for Venezuela.. 
The Venezuelan government has claimed 


Gen. Celestino Castro, a brother of 


the president, led'the troops in these 
battles. Haul Parez, secretary 
of the 


Liberal diplomatic agency, said yester- 
day : 


"The Colombian and Venezuelan cler- 


icals organized.an invasion against the 
Libcwl Venszuelan' government and'on 
the other side .the Venezuelan and Col- 
ombian Liberals prepared thcmselvesito 
meet the invaders at the frooticr. .Gen. 
Ul'ibe-Uribe is at the head of tho Colom- 
bian element of that army- . Most .likely 
ho was the commanding,general,who.'ob-_ 
.tuiued the two victories of July;2S'and;

rTWO SHIPS WILL BE SENT 


Ranger and Iowa to be Stationed on 


Atlantic and Pacific Sides 


of Isthmus. 


WASHINGTON, 'Aug. 15—It 1ms now 


beim definitely 
determined that the 


United States will bo .represented on the 
Pacific side, of the Tstlimus of Panama as 
well us on the Atlantic side. Thus far 
•the Ranger has been held in readiness at 
San Diogo and the Iowa is coming down 
to San Francisco to be in readiness to go 
south from that point: But while the 
formal orders have not been issued, one 
nr the other cf those ships is to be pro- 
ceeding south to look after American 
interests. The probability that it will 
bo the Hanger as she is further down 
tho coast, and the trouble does not ap- 
pear to warrant the present of a battle- 
ship. 


The state department is without any 


additional word from Colombia or Veno- 
zueln concerning the disorders. At the 
Venezuelan legation Senor Pulida,charge 
d'affaires, expressed a firm belief tlmt 
there was no actual war between this 
country and Colombia, for lie said he 
would be immediately cabled if war be- 
tween the two countries had been de- 
clared or even was imminent. As to t!:e 
casualty reports from the battles said To 
have been fought in Tnchjriv,.he did. not 
believe ,thcm exaggerated to any great 
extent, for lie pointed out that a single 
battle between revolutionists in South 
America actually left more dead on the 
Held than did our whole Spanish-Ameri- 
can war. 


ONE EYE 
BURNED 
OUT 


George Faust Meets with a Terrible 


Accident at Lakeside. 


Ono Eye Destroyed and Other Injured- 


Tails 'With llot Iron \Vhlch 


Stflhesi His Fnco. 


One of the most distressing accidents 


that ever occurred at Lakeside, the now 
addition to Racine, occurred Into last 
evening, and as a result George Faust, a 
moulder, residing at No. 23,'(7 Clark 
street, had bis left eye burned out of Ms 
head and tho right eye also injured nnd 
face slightly burned. 


Mr. Faust .vus carrying a ladle filled 


with moulten iron and- stumbled and 
fell. The hot iron struck the earth and 
flew, striking Faust on- the face. The 
left eye was completely burned out and 
destroyed and the right optic injured. 


Dr. A. L. Buchan was called to attend 


the injured imin and removed a piece of 
iron from the left eye as large as a pea. 
It had burned in, cooled and become im- 
bedded, 


Dr. Buclian said that he feared- the 


left eye would have to be taken out to- 
day, but hoped that the sight of the 
right eye would not 
bo impaired, Tho 


injured man suffered terribly 
from the 


injuries.

SETTLEMENT 


Shaffer Denies That Steel Co. or 
Association Have Made Proposition 


PERSONALLY WISHES 


FIGHT WAS SETTLED 


Taken Sanguine View of Situation— M. J. 


Tlgho KevokeH Charter of Au>»ls;a- 


mated Men at South Chicago <>&> 


Thoir Votlnjj AgnlnstStrlke. 


HTTSBUKG, Aug. 15—President Shaf- 


fer of the Amalgamated association, left 
the strike headquarters at 12:16 p. m. 
and made the following statement: 


"I will say, officially, the Amalgamat- 


ed association has submitted. no propo- 
sition to the Steel corporation nor has 
tho Steel corporation offered any propo- 
sition directly to the association. We 
have not heard from the corporation offi- 
cially, since our last conference in Xew 
York. I will say that certain men .are 
interfering in this matter and interfer- 
ing with out fight. They had better 
keep out of it or they will get the worst 
of it. Personally I wish the fight was 
settled, but now that we are forced into 
a fight and called upon to defend our- 
solves we arc fighting on successfully. I 
know of no plan for a settlement and 
can assure you that no representative 
of the Steel corporation has 
been to 


these headquarters. The statement in 
a morning paper that there is a move- 
ment to depose me and tlmt we arc not 
working in harmony is a lie." 


Rev. i'itzwillinrns interrupted to nay: 


"Brother Shaffer you ought to go east 
and hold a meeting. They don't under- 
stand the question there." 


"That's right," said Mr. Shaffer, "and, 


we may get down there yet, I have no 
reports from Tighe at Chicago. He went 
with full authority to act for me. If 
the lodges do not come out their char- 
ters 
will 
be 
taken. Brother 
Tighe 


knows my miud fully and lins the au- 
thority. Mr. Kelly, of Milwaukee and 
Mr. Adams of Jolict are here, but I have 
jiot had time to talk to them. If .clos-. 
i;ig-down mills -and winning ni'cTi are suc- 
cesses, we are successful. Personally I 
wish the strike was settled: I have no 
reports from the lower unipn mill but 
our fight goes well. I cannot disclose 
our plains or 
tell you 
of our hidden 


strength. That will be shown when the 
men.come out. 


Wcllsville reports that eight new men 


were, brought in to work in the mills 
there, but they were not' molested. 


The strike breakers arc quartered at 


the mill and the only demonstrations 
against them come when the non-union 
men go down into the town, 


STRIKERS ASK AID, 


The five local lodges of the Amalga- 


mated association at MeKeesport have 
made an itpponl to the local 'merchants 
for financial aid, and collectors are going 
around in behalf o£ the strikers. They 
say that they are meeting with liberal 
responses. President Holloway 
of En- 


terprise lodge, stated today that since 
the strike began thirty-seven lodges hud 
been formed in tho United States Steel 
properties by the Amalgamated associa- 
tion. The strikers are stirred up by the. 
report that the Denunler Tin Plant is to 
b« started •with non-union men 
from 


Moiifissen. The plant has been fenced 
in with high boards and barbed wire. 


In Pittsburg quietness gcnerall}' pre- 


vails. Tim strikers have pickets around 
the works that are partly in operation 
Or completely closed 
down and there 


have been some minor clashes. . 


PITTSBURG, Aug. 115.—There was no 


material change in the strike situation, 
to day. No moves were made on either 
side in the vicinity of Pittsburg and re- 
ports from other strike centers wore to 
the effect that quiet prevailed. It is ex- 
pected that the officials of tho Amalga- 
mated association arc considering plans 
to extend the strike to tlio western mills 
despite the decision of the local lodges 
to remain 
at work. Their organizers 


who were so successful in the Wheeling 
district, have, it is said, been instructed 
to hold themselves in readiness to start 
west. There is a secret conference in 
Pittsbnrg nt strike headquarters but its 
nature anil participants are not known. 
One report is that Michael Kelly, special 
representative of the Milwaukee lodge, 
has reached here and is closeted with 
PrcsidentShalTcraml hianssociatcs. Presi- 
dent Slinll'er when asked by a represen- 
tative of the Associated Press If Mr. 
Kelly was at 
headquarters 
said: "I 


cannot tell you who is meeting with us. 
Later in the day 1 may tell you some- 
thing. The general 
situation 
is very 


satisfactory. Wu had n splendid meet- 
ing at Wheeling yesterday and I am 
very well pleased."

THEIR CHARTER REVOKED 


South Chicago Steel Workers Re- 


fuse to Strike. 


Lletcn to M. J. TlRho's Appeal and Then 


Voto to Continue Work—JoIIut nnd 


Milwaukee HJtely to Follow Snlt. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 15.—President Shaf-' 


fer and tho men who are with him in 
tho fight of the steel workers against 
th billion dollar steed trust, received 
their second rebuff at the hands of tho 
local steel, workers last night when, in 
an exciting meeting, tho members of 
Lakeside and Commercial lodges of the. 
Amalgamated association refused to Re- 
consider their decision of last Sunday not 
to strike. 


The meeting lasted until after mid- 


night. In the .time. ;it waa going on, 
many warm speeches were made and a 
number of the men voiced tlie sentiments 
of the strikers, but the majority cried 
thorn down,' "VVhiie the 
meeting 
was 


held behind closed doors and but lew 
were in the hall, tho voices of the speak- 
ers could be heard on the street. A 
large crowd waited outside.. 


Vice President Davis of the .local dis- 


trict of the Amalgamated presided but 
mode 
no speech. Ex-Aldermnn 
Slicp- 


pard led the fight against a strike. Ho 
declared warmly that if Sir. Tighe. saw 
fit to carry out his threat of depriving 
the lodges of their charters they would 
have to depend on tho public to decide 
the right, 


llr. Tighe made a long and 'fiery 


speech, which, while it aroused some 
cheering, did not alter the result. 


When the ballot was taken deciding 


not to strike, Mr. Tighe arose and de- 
nounced the men 
ns 
not having the 


make-up: of union men in. their-systems 
and declared .them to 
be out 
of'tho 


Amalgamated association. There was no 
demonstration when he made this state- 
ment -although lie.had *hown much feel- 
ing in' his.prior remarks. On next Sun- 
day/both lodge? will hold a meeting and 
send all papers belonging to the Amal- 
gamated baok to Pittsburg. 


This'morning Mri Tigli and Vice Presi- 


dent Davis, went to Joliet and will .trjr 


to influence the men there in the same 
manner as was tried here. If they fail 
there they will revoke the Joliet char- 
ger and then go to Milwaukee and try 
the same plan.

The visit of Secretary Tighe was 
the principal topic of interest, however, 
and there was much speculation as to 
whether or not the national officers will 
go as far as to take away the charters 
of the Bay View and Jolict lodges.

Shaffer, though quite an element were 
of the opinion he would make it good. 
However, should it prove that this is to 
be the outcome of Secretary Tigh's mis-

JOLIET VOTES TO STRIKE. 


Men of IHlncIn Steol Co. Revomo Action of 


Last Sunday After UsfeDinff to 


M. <?• Tighe. 


JOLLET, Hi., Aug. 
18.—Tho four 


lodges of tho Amalgamated association 
.employes of the Illlnofa Steel company 
ad tho Joliet mills, by a -unanimous vote, 
decided last night to obey the strike or- 
der of President Shaffer. The confer- 
ence was in session .from. 3 o'clock yee- 
torday afternoon until 0 p. m. before the 
deol»Ion was reached. 


The steel mills were closed at noon to 


enable t-he members of the- association to 
attend the meeting .which wa3 called by 
National Assistant Secretary Tighe, af- 
ter his. arrival here yesterday morning. 
He was accompanied by Vico President 
Davis of the Fourth district. Both men 
precented the aide of the association to 
the local members. 


It was argued that 5n -order -to secure 


the organization of non-union workers in 
the East it was essential that the west- 
elm men would have to join tha strike 
movement. 


Mr. Tighe also appealed to the fealty 


of the men to the association; he urged 
them to be men and stand by their un- 


ion. 
His remarks were received with en- 


thusiasm and presaged the vote tlmt 
fallowed. 


Tliis action will close tho entire steel 


plant here, throwing out of employment 
more th«n 3,000' men. Fires will bo 
drawn a.t once. 


The Jolict men hnd the same contract 


with the Illinois Steel company as. the 
South Chicago workers, who last night 
refused to listen to the arguments of 
Secretary Tighe. Mr.'lighe left for Mil- 
waukee last'n.ight.

Congregational Church Vote Against 


Recalling Present Pastor. 


REV. RICHARDSON MUST 


, 
LEAVE RACINE PULPIT 


Vote RciuUed.33 to 14—Felt That Iic> 


Interest* of Cliuirch "Will bo Subserved 
. by Action—Hli Succegior Has Not 


Yet Been Selected. 


Key. 
Henry L. Richardson will not oc- 


cupy the pulpit oi the First Congrega- 
tional church--- during the coming year. 
It was so decided at a meeting of the 
members of that congregation held last 
evening, by a vote- of 33 to 14'. 


There has been a dissatisfaction in the 


church since one year, ago 'when Rev. 
James McLaren resigned ;\nd- the Rev. 
Mr. Richardson was elected to fill the 
vacancy and-the breach: widened as the 
days went on. 


It. was not because the members did 


not believe that 
Rev. Mr. Richardson 


was a good Christian man and a gentle- 
man, but there was a like and a dislike 
for Rev. McLarent and be was consider- 
ed a stronger preacher than was Mr. 
Richardson. 


When the sensational divorce case by 


Mrs. Richardson against 
her 
husband 


came up in the courts of Milwaukee, the 
old disturbance in the Congregational 
church again broke out and the friends 
of Mr. Richardson stayed by him while 
his enemies did a great .deal of talking. 


The decree was not granted Mrs, Rich- 


ardson-and the husband felt that he had 
been 
vindicated, A 
meeting 
of 
the 


churcli followed and resolutions of sym- 
pathy and confidence were passed by a 
unanimous vote. 


Later on Mr. Richardson preached a 


sermon previous to taking his vacation 
and openly stated .that he had been vin- 
dicated and expressing a wish .that he 
be retained pastor another year, believ- 
ing that- he could do bcUer work than 
'tlie previoua year. . . 
. . 


There, has been a question as. to 


whetlier the reverend gentleman would 
be recalled since and opinions among 
the large membership differed for weeks, 
but for a. week past it was known that 
the pastor would be let out. 


It is no wonder then that great inter- 


eat was taken in the meeting last night, 
still the attendance was not so large as 
was expected, as the vote shows. 


J. C. Dorchester called the body to- 


gether directly after the regular prayer 
meeting was over. Edward Greenburg 
was elected chairman and without delay 
a vote was taken to decide whether Rev. 
Richardson should be recalled. The re- 
sult, as stated above, was 33 against and 
14 for. 


A committee composed of, the four dea- 


cons, and one other to bo selected, to 
supply the pulpit. The deacons are J. 
C. Lund, Edward Hotchkisa, -A. Payton 
and D. C. Hibbard and the meeting then 
came to a close. 


There was no undue 
demonstration 


over the result. The warm friends of 
Mr. Richardson, many of whom voted' 
against him, felt that it was fop" tjie 
best interests -of tho church to let h'i'm 
go, knowing that with the feeling pre- 
valent he would be unable to cement the 
disaffection that ie oponly prevalent. 


Rev Mr. Richardson Is at present away 


on hU vacation and what he intends to 
do is not known. 


While- the church has no particular

NEW ORLEANS FLOODED 


Heavy Storm .on Gulf 
Inundates 


Lower Section. 


The Coait Tralni Considerably Belated— 


Steamers Unablo to Gain Kntrance 


to Port at Pensacola, Fla. 


NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 15.—The storm 


which developed here yesterday -after- 
noon, continued throughout 
the night, 


and a heavy wind was still blowing to-j 


day. Wind and rain were general along. 
the coast and many trains are belated.. 
Reports from the Mississippi sound indi- 
cate Ihnt severe damage has been done, 
to small boats and wharves. Some Email 
boats were damaged, but no lives were 
lost. Wires running to Port Adams ire 
down. The backing up of the water in' 
the river caused the overflow of much, 
lowland along the banks around and be- 
low the forts. 


Much of the low section of New Or-1 


leans is under water ann scows haw 
been brought into requisition to enable 
the people to.come from their homes to 
the higher portions. Several factories 
have been closed. Lake Ponlchartrain 
has been up into the old and new canals. 
Both overflowed their banks for a con- 
siderable distance. 


In the rear, or low portions, of this 


city, a thickly populated territory, two 
miles in width, is flooded to a depth of 
two feet. There is considerable suffer- 
ing among the poor. 


A Louisville and Xashvile train from 


the Kast, due at 7:20. has not :yet ar- 
rived nor have the coast trains over that 
road. The high water in the lake and 
the flood in the rear of the city have 
caused the delay.

LESSENING 


State Dairy and Food Commissioner H. 


C. Adams and Professor E. H. Farring- 
ton, head of the "University Dairy school 
say that Wisconsin creameries arc not 
abandoning the butter 'business to en- 
gage in the manufacture of ch«cse. If 
anvthing, it is the other way, declared 
Commissioner Adams, your years ago 
there were 1,571 cheese factories and 950 
creameries in the state. Now there aro 
1433 cheese factories and 1,115 creamer- 
ies, which shows a larger proportional 
increase of the latter than the former. 


Tlie first canvass was, in the opinion

The law is very complicated 
and one must study it carefully to find 
out just what to shoo:; and when and 
where. 


It skitea that woodcock, 
partridge, 


pheasant, prairie chicken or prairie hen, 
grouse of any variety of plover can be 
shot from September 1 to December 1. 


Wild duck, brant or any aquatic fowl 


and snipe can be shot from September 1 
to January 1. 


WM geese may be hunted from Sep- 


tember 1 to the following May 1. 


Rabbits, 
squirrels, can be hunted 


from July 1 to the following May 1. 


Otter, marten, fisher, beaver, 
from 


February 1 to May 1. 


Mongolian, Chinese or English pheas- 


ant or quafl.of any variety must not be 
hunted before September 1, 2003; musk- 
rat houses must not 'be molested or de- 
stroyed; carrier or homing pigeons must 
not- be killed: uny harmless bird must 
not bo killed, except crows, 
English 


sparrows, nnd owjs and hawks. 


Deer ean only be hunted during the 


last twenty days of November; 
deer 


must not be liuuted with a dog. The 
use of ferret in hunting rabbits is pro- 
hibited; the taking of or attempting to 
take any of the protected animals, or 
birds or water fowl by means of a snare, 
net, trap, spring 
frun, pivot gun or 


swivel gun or any fire arm is prohibited.. 


Tlie use of any snenR boat, or boat 


propelled by an oar from 
the stern or 


sail boat or steam launch, 
or 
other 


boat beyond the natural covering of the 
grass is prohibited; no docoys iiliowcd 
within 200 feet of tlie shore.

One of (lie greatest mysteries that 


over puzzled 
the 
people 
of Kenoslm, 


Wis., was solved by the big Newfound- 
land dog that dragged the body of John 
Werner from 
the kkc at the foot of 


Twenty-ninth street on Sunday. 


Werner was a sou of Peter Werner, 


one of the best known citizens of the 
Wisconsin city, but the 
romance _ that 


had pln.yed an improtant part in his life 
had been broken by a Covers' quarrel, 
and he left Kenoaha fourteen years ago, 
declaring that he would never return. 
He kept his word until last 
evening, 


when n pine box took back to tba Wer- 
ner home the body of the son who had 
been missing " for so many years. All 
this time he had lived within fifty miles 
of his native town -doing the menial 
duties of a janitor, 
living alone, with 


none caring for his comings and goings. 


For y*nrs the. Werner family 
had 


been searching for him. Three yearn 
ago the father, Peter Werner, died, and 
at the time conspicuous notices of his 
death were published, but none of them 
touched the heart of the boy and his 
aged mother waited in vain for 
somo 


message of sympathy. The father left 
an estate, and" when the heirs sought to 
settle it 
in the courts 
advertisements 


were placed in the papers in all parts of 
the country asking for nome trace of 
John Werner; but if he saw the notices 
he was dumb to the appeal and never 
wrote. 


For yours the mother of the missing 


one had planned for his home-doming, 
and-when it was discovered yesterday 
morning that the boy had been drowned 
the old woman was sent into the country 
and no one dared to tell her of the sor- 
row which had been thrust upon. her. 


While Werner had resided in Chicago 


for more than ten years ho had con- 
cealed his identity, and when the news 
of liia death was received in Kenopha, 
his friends refused to believe it, as they 
had supposed him dead for a decade. 


The insurance policy, which 
was all 


that was left to identify the body, bos 
been.'turned over to his brothers. The 
interment took place-in the Werner plat 
in St. George's cemetary, Kcnosha.

POTTSDAM, Aug. 13—The remains 


of the dowager empress Frederick were 
interred today beside those of her hus- 
band, in the .mausoleum Fricdenskircne, 
near Pottsdam. 


Between 8 and 9 o'clock this morning 


the bells of all the churches were tolled, 
with two intervals of rest. Shortly be- 
fore half past ten Emperor William, th» 
other members of the imperial family 
and the visiting princes assembled in t.ie 
royal hall at the Wild Park railroad sta- 
tion. The high court officials, military 
dignitaries, Count Von Buelow and oth- 
er dignitaries assembled ftt 10:25 o'clock 
in 
an adjacent hail. Soon 
after 
ten 


o'clock the special train with the invit- 
ed guests reached here. 


At 10:30 the signal was given that the 


funeral train was approaching. Conver- 
sation which has hitherto been carried 
on in suppressed tones, entirely ceaeed 
and an air of solemnity prevailed in the 
assembly. The train rolleJ in elowly ant] 
noiselessly. 
Twenty 
non-commUaionci! 


officers of the dowager empress' hussar 
regiment number two, came forward and 
bore the coffin to the royal hearse, which 
had in the meanwhile arrived from th« 
new palace. Chamberlains and courtie-s 
with the royal insignia participated in 
the transfer of the coffin from the fun- 
eral car to the .hearse. Slowly and sol- 
emnly the 
procession formed. El^ht 


staff officers seized the reins of the eight 
Bplendid black horses attached to the 
hearse and four knight* of the black 
eagle took hold of the points of the pall 
clolb while twelve 
royal chamberlains 


held the supports c? the canopy covering 
the hearse and four other courtiers held 
the cords from the 
corners. Flanking 


these, to the right and left were twrj 
staff officers and twelve captains. The 
procession formed in the shady avenue 
extending from Wild Park to the new 
palace. The public hnd there the only 
opportunity to see the procession, hut 
got only the slightest view of it, al- 
though immense crowds had assembb'l 
on the streets. Proceeding the hearse 
were squadrons of soldiers and marshal? 
bearing the various insigntas and orders 
of the dead empress. Among them was 
Gen. Von Waldersee who carried the 
dowager 
empress' 
crowri. 
Xumerous 


members of the imperial court and ihe 
court of deceased empress also marched 
ed in the procession. Following tat 
lie-irse came Emperor William.'King Ed- 
ward the crown prince of Germany, nn<l 
the other royal princes and royal per- 
sonages. 


Then came the foreign 
ambassadors 


and ministers and personages from t!.c 
emperor's and empress' entourage; mem- 
bers of the government parliamentary 
bodies. The procession moved throng!] 
the tree-arched avenue to the new pal- 
ace and then through the park to the 
San Souci garden, all of which were cbs- 
cd rigidly against the public, though a 
few newspaper men were admitted by 


When the procession started the belli 


in the Friendenkirche (Church of Peace)' 
began tolling and the.other bells in Pols- 
dam joined in. 


When 
the 
procession reached tb* 


mausoleum, adjacent 
to the 
Frieden- 


kircho, all those in the procession in ad 
vance of tho hearse took up positions 
opoosite the church. 


When the coffin .was borne'across the 


threshold of tho mausoleum tho cathe- 
dral choir from Berlin 'intoned a solemn 
astrnpao.

Only the emperor and empress, the 


other members of the imperial family, 
King Edward, Queen Alexandra and the 
othor members of the British royal par- 
ty and the princes of highest rank en- 
tiyed the mausoleum, which is small. 


Dr. Perseus, the chaplain, offered a 


prayer, after which the clioir agato sang. 


When tbeir majesties left the mauso- 


leum tho procession dissolved. The em 
press, Queen Alexandra and otter ladies 
went in carriages directly from Wild 
'Pftrk to the mausoleum. •

SPOONER FOR NEXT PRESIDENT 


The Philadelphia Lodger Sponln Very 


Highly of Wliconaln Senator. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 13—The 


Philadelphia Ledger of yesterday, con- 
tained an elaboratB story from its Wash- 
ington correspondent concerning "Spoon- 
cr's boom for the presidency." It says: 


"Tho return of .Henry C. Payne, the 


Wisconsin member of the .-Republican, na- 
tional committee, 
from, a long stay in 


Europe has given emphasis to- the alum- 
baring expectation, that. Senator Spooner 
of Wisconsin, is to be announced as a 
presidential candidate in the near fu- 
ture." 


A summary of Senator Spooner'8 ca- 


reer in the senate is given, and the state- 
ment is made that "'So.able exposition 
of the party's policy has- been made than 
is set forth in Senator Spdoner'a speech 
in support of what is known as the 
Spooner resolution, providing a form of 
civil government for the Philippines. It 
was one of the longest speeches of last 
session, and it was made undor continual 
and 'hitter nttacka from opposition sena- 
tors. It has been accepted by friends 
and foes, and by the country at large, as 
a splendid and strong defense of the na- 
tional policy with regard to. the new is- 
land possessions. If any act more than 
another ha* made Senator Spooner the 
subject of discussion us a. presidential 
quantity, it wan that speech." 


In discussing the probable nomination 


of Senator Spoonc-r as the standard bear- 
er of the Republican party four years 
hence, the correspondent of the Ledger 
says tliat he will meet with opposition 
from within the state. 


"The friends of Governor La Folletto 


have decided 
to take issue with the 


Spooirer following, and dispute his claims 
to an undivided delegation In the next 
national convention," s.aya the Ledger's 
correspondent. 
This i; a course which 


does not entirely meet with the appro- 
val of La Follotte himself, who has an 
honestly cherished desire to enter 
ihe 


senate, but has thus far refused to per- 
mit himself to be made an open and 
avowed candidate against Spooner." 


Tho Ledger correspondent comments 


on the popularity of Senator Spooner in 
Washington, and refers 
to the charge 


urged against him. that he lias been, a 
"corporation lawyer," On this latter 
point snys the correspondent.: 


"During his ten years' service in the 


senate no finger can be laid upon a sin- 
gle act of his connection with any rail- 
road interest that has been in atiy'jjc- 
grce prejudicial to tho interests of the 
government or the people. His sense- of

•the lire was under control. After two 
hours of hard work, five charred human 
bodies were found burned beyond recog- 
nition. Two were

prayer. They must have been twnken- 
eil by the fire hut could not escape. They 
were caught like rats in a trap. One 
body was burned to almost nothing. All 
•that could be found of it were a skull 
and some bones. The todies of two oth- 
er men lay close to those that were on 
their knee'* and it looked as thoueh they 
never knew what happened to them. As

At the mouth of the shaft it was like 


a "furnace and the iron work was red 
hot from the flames.

Finally after a deluge of water 
had 


been thrown 
on the smoldering shaft

bottom'calling for help. A line was 
quickly dropped down the shaft and a* 
it tightened a shout of joy went up. 
The man was raised. It was Win. Curry 
of Cfinton. His pallid face, covered with 
slime, his stftriug eyes and heaving chest, 
told of the horror of the hours he had 
spent in the 
tunnel. As soon ns he 


could gasp, Cury said: "They are all at 
the bottom of the shaft: hurry up." 


In 
quick 
succession 
seven 
were 


brought up from the foul and stilling air 
of the tunnel. All v/ere in almost: piti- 
able condition. A workman volunteered 
to rescue two men in the shaft and was 
quickly lowered. In a few moments 
the unconscious men were brought up 
more dead than alive. 


One or two men are supposed to be ly- 


ing deud in the tunnel, 
too far away 


from the shaft 
to 
be rescued. Tu-s 


, that hurried out to the scene when tho 


fire wo* discovered succeeiWl in rescuing 
twenty men who were found clinging to 
wreckage and ropes tied to the burning 
structure. 


The tunnel, which has been under 


course of construction for several year* 
and is stM far from complete, has been 
the cause, all told, of the loss of more 
than thirty lives. 


Four years ago all explosion in the 


shore section of the tunnel resultei in 
the suffocation of eighteen. Two years 
ago in a similar accident several mote 
men were killed near .the scene of to- 
day's catastrophe, which adds at least 
ten names t6 the death list. 


The lire today was due t-v 
on over- 


heated boiler smoke stack. The boiler 
exploded soon, after the names broke 
out. The crib itself was of pine timber 
built up straight from the water edge. 
Tho men who were asleep in their bunks 
awoke to find themselves in the midst of 
llnmes. 


Supt. Kingslcy of the water works de- 


partment, who is in charge of the rescue 
work at the crib, believes four men arc 
still imprisoned under the lake. Every 
effort will be made to rescue them. 


Late this afternoon it became known 


positively that three men were still in 
the tunnel. Their 
names are Adam 


Rest, John Eugine and Victor Kaufman. 
The latter is known to be dead, and the 
others also probably arc. 


• Several attempts were made to reach 
them, but the rescuers were driven by 
four gases.

The result was that wo could move 


about with even greater cane than on 
the golden asteroid, and some of tbo 
scientific men eagerly resumed their in- 
terrupted experiment* 


Bat tho attraction of this little satel- 


lite was so slight that we had to be

very careful not to move.too swiftly in 
going about lest we should involuntari- 
ly leave the ground and sail ont into 
space, as, it will be remembered, had 
happened to the fugitives during tho 
fight on the orteroid. 


i?o"t only would such au adventure 


havo been an uncomfortable experience, 
but it.might have endansered.,the puo- 


uess of-our scheme.. Onr present distance 
from tho surface of Mars did not exceed 
12,500 miles, and we had,reason to be- 
lieve that the 'Martians possessed tele- 
scopes powerful enough to enable them 
not merely to sea-tbe electrical ships at 
such a distance, but also to catch sight 
of us individually: Although the cloud 
curtain-still rested, on, the planet it was 
.probable that the Martians would send 
some of their airships up to its surface 
in order to determine what our fate had 
been. From thatlpoint ot vantage, with 
their exceedingly powerful glasses, we 
feared that they might be able to detect 
anything unusual upon or in the neigh- 
borhood of Deimos. 


Accordingly strict orders were given, 


not only that the ships should be moored 
on that side of .the satellite which. is 
perpetually turned away from Mars, 
but that without ordern no ono should 
venture around on the ether side of the 
little globe or even on tbe edge of it, 
where be might be seen in profile 
against the sky. - 


Still, of course, it was essential that 


wo on our * part .should keep a close 
watch, and so a number of sentinels 
were selected, wb'ose duty it waa to 
place themselves at the edge of Deiroos, 
whore they could peep over the horizon, 
so to speak, and oatoh sight of tho globe 
of our enemies. 


Tbe distance of Mars from us was 


only about three times its own diame- 
ter; consequently it shut off a large part 
of tho sky, as viewed from our position. 


But in order to see its whole surface 


it was necessary to co a little bovoad 
tbe edge of the" satellite on tbaf side 
which faced Mars, At the suggestion of 
Colonel Smith, who had 
BO frequently 


stalked Indians that devices of this kind 
readily occurred to bis mind, the senti- 
nels all wore garments corresponding in 
color to that of the soil of the asteroid, 
which was of a dark, reddish brown »ue. 
This would tend to conceal them from 
the prying eyes of the Martians. 


Tho commander himself frequently 


went aronnd the edge of the planet in 
order to take a look at Mara, and I often 
accompanied him. 


I shall never. forget one occasion, 


when, lying flat on the ground and 
cautiously worming our way aronnd oil 
tbe aids toward Mars, we had just bo- 
gun to observe it with our telescopes, 
when I perceived, against the vast cur- 
tain of smoke, a email, glinting object, 
which I instantly suspected to be an 
airship. 


I called Mr. Edison's attention to it, 


and we both agreed that it -was un- 
doubtedly one ol the Martians' aerial 
vessels, probably on the lookout for us. 


A short time afterword a large num- 


ber of airships made their appearance 
at the upper surface of the clouds, mov- 
ing to and fro, and although with our 
glasses we could only make out the 
general form of the ships, without being 
t\ble to discern the Martians upon them, 
yet we had not the least dcnbt but they 
wero sweeping the sky in every direc- 
tion in order to determine whether we 
bad been completely destroyed or had 
retreated to a distance from the planet. 


Even-when tbat sido of Mars on which 


wo wero looking had passed into night 
wo could still see tho guardships cir- 
cling nbovo the clouds, their presence 
being betrayed by tbe faint twinkling 
of tho electric lights that they bore. 


Finally, after about a week bad pass- 


ed, the Martians evidently made up 
their minds that they bad annihilated 
us and that there was no longer danger 
to bo feared. Convincing evidence tbat 
they believed we should not be heard 
from again was furnished when the 
withdrawal of tho groat curtain of cloud 
began.

self by a gradual,thinning of the vapor- 
ous eblold until at length we began to 
perceive the red surface of tbe planet 
dimly shining through it.

was not lost eight of, aud the services 
of the chief linguists of 'the expedition 
woro again called into uftior tho pur- 
pose of acquiring a new language. Tho 
experiment was conducted in the flag- 
ship. The fnot that thii timo it was not 
a monster belonging'to an utterly alien 
race upon whom we were to experiment, 
but a beautiful daughter of oorcommon 
Mother Evo, added zest and interest as 
well os the most confident hopes of suc- 
cess to tbe efforts of those who were 
striving to understand tho accents of 
her tongue. 


Still the difficulty was very groat, 


notwithstanding the coutiction of the 
professors tbat h«r" language would torn 
out to be a form, of the great ludO-Eu- 
ropean speeoh from which tho many 
tongues of civilised men upon the earth 
had been derived. 


Tbe learned men, to tell the truth,

Tho British consul'at,Colon has enter- 


ed a protest against Jamaicans being 
compelled by the Colombian government 
to fight'against the rebels. The passen- 
gers of the Darien say the chances of 
•the Liberals seem better than ever since 
the commencement of the revohition. 


Guards are still kept on board the 


trains running between Panama and Col- 
on. Both sides are committing atroci- 
ties. In the attack made on the gov- 
ernment troops Sunday a few miles out' 
of Colon the rebels defeated the govern- 
ment forces and one of the latter was af- 
terwards found, shot in the abdomen 
with both legs amputated.

TWO SHIPS WILL BE SENT 


Ranger and Iowa to be Stationed on 


Atlantic and Pacific Sides 


of Isthmus, 


WASHINGTON, 'Aug. 15.—It has non- 


been definitely 
determined that the 


United States will be .represented on the 
Pacific side of the Isthmus of Panama as 
well as on the Atlantic side. Thus far 
rthe Ranger has been held in readiness at 
San Diego and the Iowa is coming down 
to San Francisco to be in readiness to go 
south from that point.' But while the 
formal orders have not been issued, one 
or the other of these ships is to be pro- 
ceeding south to look 
after American 


interests. The probability that it will 
be the Ranger as she is further down 
the coast, and the trouble does not ap- 
pear to warrant the present of a battle- 
ship. 


The state department is without any 


additional word from Colombia or Vene- 
zuela concerning the disorders. At the 
Venezuelan legation Senor Pulida,charge 
d'affaires, expressed a firm belief that 
there was no actual war between this 
country and Colombia, for he said he 
would be immediately cabled if war be- 
tween the two countries had been de- 
clared or even was imminent. As to the 
casualty reports from the battles said to 
have been fought in Tachjray he did, not 
believe them exaggerated 
to any great 


extent, for :he pointed out -that a single 
battle between revolutionists in South 
America actually left more dead on the 
field than did our whole Spanish-Ameri- 
can war. 


ONE EYE BDBNED 
OUT 


George Faust Meets with a Terrible 


Accident at Lakeside. 


One Eye Destroyed and Other Injured- 


Foils With Hot Iron Which 


Strikes His Face, 


One of the most distressing accidents 


that ever occurred at Lakeside, the now 
addition to Racine, occurred late last 
evening, and as a result George Faust, a 
moulder, residing at No. 2337 Clark 
street, had his left eye burned out of his

Dr. Buchan said that he feared- the 


left eye would have to be taken out to- 
day, but hoped that the sight of the 
right eye would not 
be impaired. Tho 


injured man suffered terribly from the 
injuries.

FIGHT WAS SETTLED 


Takes Sanguine View of Situation—M. J. 


Tighe Kcrokes Charter of Amalga- 


mated Men at South Chicago em

Thetr Voting Against Strike. 


PITTSBURG, Aug. 15—Presiijent Shaf- 


fer of the Amalgamated association, left 
the strike headquarters at 12:15 p. m. 
and made the following statement: 


"I will say, officially, the Amalgamat- 


ed association has submitted. no propo- 
sition to the Steel corporation nor has 
the Steel corporation offered any propo- 
sition directly to the association. We 
have not heard from the corporation offi- 
cially since our last conference in New 
York. I will say that certain men .are 
interfering in this matter and interfer- 
ing with out fight. They had better 
keep out of it or they will get the worst 
of it. Personally I wish the fight was 
settled, but now that we a:,-e forced into 
a fight and called upon t& defend our- 
selves we are fighting on successfully. I 
know of no plan for a settlement and 
can assure you that no representative 
of the Sleel corporation has 
bee:n to 


these headquarters. The statement in 
a morning paper that there is a move- 
ment to depose me and that we are not 
working in harmony is a lie." 


Rev. Fitzwillinms interrupted to isay: 


"Brother Shaffer you ought to go east 
and hold a meeting. They don't under- 
stand the question there." 


"That's right," said Mr. Shaffer, "ami 


we may get down there yet, I have no 
reports from Tighe at Chicago. He went 
with full, authority to act for me. If 
the lodges do not come out their char- 
ters 
will 
be 
taken. Brother 
Tighe 


knows my mind fully and has the au- 
thority. Mr. Kelly, of Milwaukee and 
Mr. Adams of Joliet are here, but I have 
not had time to talk to them. If .clos- 
i5!g-down mills and winning men are suc- 
cesses^ we are successful. Personally I 
wish the strike was settled: I have no 
reports from the lower unipn mill but 
our fight goes.well. I cannot disclose 
our plans or tell you of our hidden 
strength. That will be shown when the 
men. come out. 


Wellsville reports that eight new men 


wcro brought in to work in the mills 
there, but they were not' molested. 


The strike breakers are quartered at 


the mill and the only demonstrations 
against them coma whnn the non-union 
men go clown into the town. 


STRIKERS ASK AID. 


The five local lodges of the Amalga- 


mated association at McKeesport have 
made an appeal to the local merchants 
for financial aid, and collectors are going 
around in behalf of the strikers. They 
say that they arc meeting with liberal 
responses. President Holloway 
of En- 


terprise lodge, stated today that since 
the strike began thirty-seven lodges had 
been formed in tho United States Steel 
properties by tho Amalgamated associa- 
tion. The strikers are stirred up bv the- 
report that the Demmler Tin Plant is to 
be started with non-union men from 
Monessen. The plant has been fenced 
in with high boards and barbed wire. 


In Pittsburg quietness generally pre- 


vails. Tho strikers have pickets around 
the works that are partly in operation 
or completely closed, down and there 
have been some minor clashes. . 


PJTTSBURG, Aug. 15,—There was no 


material change in the strike situation 
to day. No moves were made on either 
side in. the vicinity of Pittsburg and re- 
ports from other strike centers were to 
the effect that quiet prevailed. It is ex- 
pected that the officials of the Amalga- 
mated association are considering plans 
to extend the strike to the western mills 
despite the decision of the local lodges 
to remain 
at work. Their organizers 


who were so successful in the Wheeling 
district, have, it is said, been instructed 
to hold themselves in readiness to start • 
west. There is a secret conference in 
Pittsburg at strike headquarters but its 
nature and participants are not known. 
One report is that Michael Kelly, special 
representative of the Milwaukee lodge, 
has reached here and is closeted with 
President Shaffer and his associates. Presi- 
dent Shaffer when asked by a represen- 
tative of the Associated Press if Mr.

The decree was not granted Mrs, Rich- 


ardson/and the husband felt that he had 
been vindicated.

pathy and confidence were passed by a 
unanimous vote.

State Factory Inspector Will Inaugurate 


Crusade Sept. 1. 


State Factory Inspector 
William T, 


Duke, yesterday received the blank ap- 
plications and licenses which will be us- 
ed in the crusade against sweatshops to 
be started September 1. The blanks will 
be carried by inspectors on their trips to 
various shops about the state. Proprie- 
tors must fill out the applications, and 
the inspector will countersign them if 
the law is complied with. A license bear- 
ing the same number as the application 
will then be issued. 


Chapter 230 of the laws of 1001, un- 


der which the crusade is to be conduct- 
ed, is practically the same statute as 
that which was passed in New York and 
other states. It 
provides that 
there 


must be 250 cubic feet of air for each 
person employed in a room between 6 
o'clock in the morning and 6 at night, 
and there must be 400 cubic feet of air 
for each person working in the room be- 
tween 6 o'clock at night and 6 in tho 
morning. The penalty for violation of 
the act is a fine of from $20 to $100, or 
from twenty to sixty days in jail, or 
both. 


"We shall enforce the law to the let- 


ter," Assistant Deputy Factory Inspec- 
tor A. C. Backus has stated. ."There are 
shops in Milwaukee in 
which several 


persons are-huddled together in a small 
room ,where they work until after dark, 
cook their meals and sleep. We shall 
not allow persons to use the same room 
for working and sleeping. 


"The inspection to be started Septem- 


ber 1 will cover the whole state. Seven 
inspectors will be engaged in the work. 
We expect to find unwholesome condi- 
tions only in the larger cities and where 
there are extensive manufacturing in- 
dustries. , Probably Racine, Kenosha, Su- 
perior, Oshkosh and Fond du Lac have 
sweatshops operating in violation of the 
legal provisions. .We have a list of from 
500 to 600 sweatshops in Milwaukee, all 
of which will be inspected.".

HOW SAORI2D IS HUMAN LIFE? 
Public, Chicago: If the action of the 


Colorado State Medical association in 
advising the judicial murder of imbecile 
infants fairly indicates the degree of 
sacredness in which Colorado physicians 
'hold human life, it-.would bo only pru- 
dent for Colorado invalids to;manage in 
some way to keep out of the doctors' 
hands. No reason can be given for put- 
ting imbed la infants out of tUo way that 
would not apply in principle to imbecile 
adults, to the hopelessly insane nnd to 
old people in dotage. Having gone thus 
far, tho next step would be easy. De- 
pendent incurables of all kinds could 
then be added to the schedules of per- 
sons to be killed for the social good. 
And as. this "scdentiftc" process of elimi- 
nation went on improving, the Colorado 
Medical association might reasonably 
hope to celebrate the duy when any. man 
who could not produce a physician's cer- 
tificate of sound mind and body would 
be liable to' the death penalty. It .would 
then be time for "soientiilo" clergymen 
to conic forward with 'a proposition to 
add to the schedules *11 those who could 
not produce certificates .of church mem- 
bership. Thus might mankind be re- 
deemed from sickness ana «ln. With tho

BUTTER BUSINESS 


NOT 
LESSENING 


State Dairy and Food Commissioner H. 


C. Adams,and Professor R. H. Fairing- 
ton, head of the University Dairy school 
say that Wisconsin creameries are not 
abandoning the butter business to en- 
gage in the ^manufacture of cheese. If 
anything, it is the other way, declared 
Commissioner Adatns. Four years ago 
there were "1,571 cheese ft»ctoYies and 950 
creameries in the state. Now there are 
1438 cheese factories and 1,116 creamer- 
ies, which shows •& larger proportional 
increase of the latter than'the former. 


The first canvass was, in the opinion 


of t the commissioner, inaccurate because 
the returns were made by postmasters 
who were little interested and who did 
not go to the trouble of getting exact 
figures. The commissioner gets his lat- 
est returns from town clerks, and while 
ho does not consider them entirely cor- 
rect he believes they are .nearer right 
than those of the canvass four years 
ago. 


Professor Farrington says that the 


number of creameries being converted 
into cheese factories is fully offset by 
the isjimber of cheese factories that are 
being1 turned into creameries. In com- 
munities where milch cows-are'of'high 
grade and give rich product creameries 
are a'little more profitable than cheese 
factories, but where the cows are of or- 
dinary or inferior grade the reverse is 
true. 
. 


Commissioner Adams says, however, 


that the' profit of either industry de- 
pends somewhat on local conditions, .the 
quality of pasturage and the care given 
the cows.

Time lielps to 
kill' the case of the state, If a criminal 
can postpone his trial for ft year thera 
will be deaths in the witness box, and 
when these results othis own contriving 
come to pass then the cry will be raised 
of watot of evidence. No matter how 
scandalous the offense, how justly enrag- 
ed the people., they must.stand still and 
sec justice defeated by diliatory tactics, 
and criminals walk loose who should 
have.been punished. They are jastiflei 
in asking themselves if courts exist sole- 
ly for the protection of criminals—if tha 
public has-no rights that may be set up 
against the fears of a guilty man. 


In the case of Captain Carter a great 


public wrong was committed. All that 
influence and society could do to delay 
.his trial was done, and if it had not beeu 
for the stern rules-of court martial, to 
which as an army officer he was subject, 
he would today have been untried, and, 
by the death of the witnesses, he cou-d 
have defied the public. If this trial had 
taken place in a civil court this identical 
proceeding would have occurred.

confusion as to when the game season 
opens. It has been published that the 
opening day is Thursday, August 15.

The law is very complicated 
and one must study it carefully to find 
out just what to shoot and when and 
where. 


It states : that woodcock, partridge, 


pheasant, prairie chicken or ^prairie hen, 
grouse of any variety of plover can be 
shot from September 1 to December 1, 


Wild duck, brant or any aquatic fowl 


and snipe can be shot from September 1 
to January 1. 


Wild geese may be hunted from Sep- 


tember 1 to the following May 1. 


Rabbits, 
squirrels, can be hunted 


from July 1 to the following May 1. 


Otter, marten, 
fiaher, 
beaver, from 


Febniary 1 to May 1. 


Mongolian, Chinese or English pheas- 


ant or quail.of any variety must not be 
hunted before September 1, 1903; musk- 
rat house? must not 'be molested or de- 
stroyed; carrier or homing pigeons must 
not be killed: any harmless bird must 
not be killed, except crows, English 
sparrows, and owjs and hawks. 


Deer can only be hunted during 
the 


last twenty days of November; 
deer 


must not be hunted with a dog. The 
use of ferret in hunting rabbits' is pro- 
hibited; the taking of or attnmpting to 
take any of the'protested animals, or 
birds or water fowl by means of a snare, 
net, trap, spring 
gun, pivot gun or

CORPSE BROUGHT HOME. 


Body of John t,. Werner, of Keuoaha, 


Found in take Michigan After 


•fourteen Years Absence. 


One of the greatest mysteries that 


ever puzzled 
the 
people of Kenosha, 


Wis., was solved by the big Newfound- 
land clog that dragged the body of John 
Werner from 
the lake nt the foot of 


Twenty-ninth street on Sunday. 


Werner was a son of Peter Werner, 


one of the best known citizens of 
the 


Wisconsin city, but the romance that 
had played an improtant part in his life 
had been broken by a Covers' 
quarrel, 


and he left Kenosha fourteen years ago, 
declaring that he would never return. 
He kept his word ...until lust evening, 
when-a pine box took back to the Wer- 
ner home the body of the son who had 
been missing ~ for so many years. All 
this time he had lived within fifty miles 
of his native town doing the menial 
duties of a janitor, 
living alone, with 


none caring for his comings and goings. 


For years the Werner 
family had 


been searching for him. Three years 
ago the father, Peter Werner, died, and 
at the time conspicuous notices of his 
death were published, but none of them 
touched the heart of the boy and his 
aged mother waited in vain for 
aomo 


message of sympathy. The father left 
an estate, and when the heirs sought to 
settle it in the courts advertisements 
were placed in the papers en all parts of 
the country asking for some trace of 
John Werner; but if ho saw the notices 
he was dumb to the appeal and never 
wrote. 


For years the mother of tho missing 


one had planned for his home-doming, 
and when it was discovered yesterday 
morning that the boy had been drowned 
the old woman was sent Into the country 
and no one dared to tell her of the sor- 
row which had been thrust upon her. 


While Werner had resided in Chicago 


for more than ten years ho had con- 
cealed his identity, and when the news 
of his death was received in Kenosha, 
his friends refused to believe it, as they 
had supposed him dead for a decade, 


The insurance policy, which was all 


that was left to identify the body, has 
been turned over to his brothers. The 
interment took place in the Werner plat 
in St. George's cemetary, Kenosha.

of the dowager empress Frederick were 
interred today beside those of 1ier.hus- 
band, in the .mausoleum Friedenskirciie, 
near I*6ttsdam. 


Between 8 and 9 o'clock this morning 


the bells of all the churches were tolled, 
with two intervals of rest. Shortly be- 
fore half past ten Emperor William, .th*> 
other members of the imperial f ami'y 
and the visiting princes assembled in in? 
royal hall at the Wild Park railroad sta- 
tion. The high court officials, military 
dignitaries, Count Von Buelow and oth- 
er dignitaries assembled at 10:25 o'clock 
in an adjacent hall. Soon 
after 
ton 


o'clock the special train with the invit- 
ed guests' reached here. 


At 10:30 the'signal was given thai the 


funeral train was approaching. Conver- 
sation which has hitherto been carried 
on in suppressed tones, entirely ceased 
and an air of solemnity prevailed in the 
assembly. The t rain rolled in slowly anc! 
noiselessly. 
Twenty 
non-commissioned 


officers of the dowager empress' hussar 
regiment number two, came forward and 
bore the coffin to the royal hearse, whioh 
had in the meanwhile arrived from th* 
new palace. Chamberlains and courtie's 
with the royal insignia participated in 
the transfer of the coffin from the fun- 
eral car to the.hearse. Slowly and sol- 
emnly 
the 
procession formed. Elphfc 


staff officers seized the reins of the eight 
splendid black horses attached to the 
hearse and four knights of the black 
eagle took hold of the points of the pall 
cloth while twelve 
royal chamberlains 


held the supports of the canopy covering 
the hearse and four other courtiers held 
the cords from the 
corners. Flanking 


these, to the right and left were two 
staff officers and twelve captnina. The 
proeesaioii formed in the shady avenue, 
extending from Wild Park to the new 
palace. The public had there the only 
opportunity to see the procession, but 
got only the slightest view of it, al- 
though immense crowds had assemble! 
on the streets. Proceeding the hearse 
were squadrons of soldiers and marshals 
bearing the various insignlas and orders 
of the dead empress. Among them ,wa? 
Gen. Von Waldersee 
who carried the 


dowager 
empress1 crown. 
Numerous 


members of the imperial court and the 
court of deceased empress also marched 
ed in the procession. Following the 
hearse came Emperor William,'King IvJ- 
ward, the crowft prince of Germany, and 
the other royal princes and royal per-

and ministers and personages from the 
emperor's and empress' entourage; mem- 
bers of the government parliamentary 
bodies. The procession moved through 
the tree-arched avenue to the new paJ- 
nce and then through the pork to the 
San Souci garden, all .of which were chs- 
ed rigidly against the public, though a 
few newspaper men were admitted by 
card.

SPOONER FOR NEXT PRESIDENT 


The Philadelphia ledger Speaks Very 


Highly of WUcon»in Senator. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 13.--The 


Philadelphia Ledger of yesterday', con- 
tained an elaborate atory from its Wash- 
ington correspondent concerning "Spoon- 
er'a boom for the presidency." It says: 


"The return of _Henry 0. Payne, tho 


Wisconsin member of the'Republican na- 
tional committee, from a long stay in 
Europe has given emphasis to> the slum- 
bering expectation, that Senator Spooner 
of Wisconsin, is to be'announced as a 
presidential candidate in the near 
fu- 


ture." 


A summary of Senator Spooner'e ca- 


reer in the senate is given, and tho state- 
ment ifi made that. "No,able- exposition 
of the party's policy has-been made than 
is set forth in Senator Spooner's speech 
in support of what , is known as 
the 


Spooner resolution, providing a form of 
civil government for the Philippines. It 
was one of the longest speeches of last 
session, and it was made under continual 
and Wtter attacks from opposition sena- 
tors. It has been accepted 
by.friends 


and foes, and by the country at large, as 
a splendid and strong defense of the na- 
tional policy with regard to. the new is- 
land possessions. If any act more than 
another has made Senator Spooner the 
subject of discussion as a. presidential 
quantity, it was that speech." 


In discussing the probable nomination 


of Senator Spooner as the standard bear- 
er of the Republican party four years 
hence, the correspondent of the Ledger 
says that he will meet with opposition 
from within tho state. 


"The friends of Governor La Follette 


have decided 
to take issue with the 


Spooner following, and dispute his claims 
to an undivided delegation in the next 
national convention," Kays the Ledger's 
correspondent. This is a course which 
does not entirely meet with the appro- 
val of La Foll'otte himself, who has an 
honestly cherished desire to enter the 
senate, but has thus far refused to per- 
mit himself to be made an open arid 
avowed candidate ngainst Spooner." 
The Ledger correspondent comments 
on the popularity of Senator Spooner in 
Washington, and refers to the charge 
urged against him that he has been a 
"corporation lawyer." On this latter 
point says the correspowdcnt.: 


"During his ten years' service in the 


senate no finger can be laid upon a sin- 
gle act of his connection with any rail- 
road interest that has been in atjy De- 
gree prejudicial to the interests of tlie 
government or the people. Hie sense of 
duty and his devotion to law have ^al- 
ways commanded theconfidence of 
the 


people. 


"Perhaps the strangest circumstance 


in connection with tho movement to 
make him a presidential candidate is the 
fact that He is genuinely of the opinion 
that he should not be forced to bo a 
candidate.

railroad official is of the opinion

shippers. Every 
such contract is, of 


course, illegal, 
hut a little 
(hing like 


this has nevi-r bothered freight atrents in 
ihe pa-.-t arid neither will it in the future, 
because they well know tho courts \vili 
knock out any law to that, purpose as 
they 'nave the inter-state commerce law. 
The-e contracts ma-de with shippers are 
of a moral nature and will 
not 
be dis- 


owned by the roads. This moral obliga- 
tion, savs this Chicago 
paper, '•grim's 


out of the fact that in many cases ship- 
pers have made eont rftc.rs for the deliv- 
ery of goods at a price r>ased on the ii- 
U'i'.nl concessions the roads had aurcrd 
to !>;ake. 


"This railway official says that if a 


road were to violate one of these illetral 
agreements, then it never would get any 
more freight 
from 
the shippers with 


whom these agreements had been made. 
Then-fore, the only agreements to be re- 
vealed are those which have been made 
with small shippers whose sale of goods 
is not based 
u]>on freight 
rates. The 


roads have not the same 
consideration 


for 
the feelings of .-.ninfl shippers that 


they have for those of large shippers. 


There has been it hope that the exten- 


sion of the 'community of interest' pol- 
icy would put a stop to these illegal dis- 
criminations between shippers, Jt doe.s 
not seem to have done MO as regards the 
Colorado and Utah traffic. This is not 
cheering news. Xor is it cheering tn 
hear 
a railway official 
speak 
of 
the 


'iijonil obligation' attaching to an im- 
moral and illegal agreemnt. A road, in 
defiance of la,w and equity, grants to a. 
large shipper special rates which en- 
ables him to undersell his competitors, 
and railroad officials say coolly that the 
road i-i under a 'moral obligation' to live 
up to that agreement. There are some 
railroad, men who need a little instruc- 
tion in the elements of law and moral- 
ity» 


A MISI/EADIXG ASSERTION. 


Ntnr York Times: Practically three- 


fifths of the gold now in the custody of 
the treasury does not belong to the gov- 
ernment. 
Of the 
$505,000,000, nearly 


$300,000.000 is "held for the redemption 
of certificates for which it is pledget!." 
The government has no more control 
over it than it would have if the, gold 
were in one or a dozen 
safe-deposit 


vaults." 


The. above is misleading. It is mis- 


leading to say all this nearly $300,000..- 
000 does not belong to the government: 
that it is kept for the redemption of cer- 
tificates ior which it is pledged, and that 
the government has no control whatever 
over it. The government docs not only 
control, but- does absolute control and 
is at perfect -liberty to use this gold in 
payment 
of .governmental 
obligations. 


The exact amount of gold the first, part 
of August was 
$•-504.354,207. 
Of this 


va,?t amount S2U;>,5;!5,fiS9 was held to se- 
cure gold certificates, to secure the gold 
reserve $150.000,000 and for general pur- 
poses $tjl,S18.509. Thn.se gold 
certifi- 


cates are issued by authority of congress 
and carry upon their face the fuel that 
thore has been so much gold deposited 
in th<5 treasury, 
which will ho repaid 


upon demand. In 60 far a^ the meaning 
it. conveyed that 
the government re- 


serves this vast a-mount of gold out of 
tho general or free fund for the exclu- 
sive purpose of taking iip these gold cer- 
tificates when called for, it is true, hue 
the intimatiou-thattthe government 


no control whatever over this gold is 
no^so. 
. ' ~ 


Beyond-all question an administration 


hostile to a gold currency, hostile^ to the 
gold standard 
and believing in the 


t'heo'i-y 
paper money redeems itself, 


could and would dispense with the idea 
these gold certificates 
were to be re- 


deemed exclusively in gokl. This could 
be dispensed with not by-.usurpation of 
authority, but through the operation of 
inexorable law which by hostile legisla- 
tion/ or fi, hostile secretary of the treas- 
ury, and the operation of a system by 
which the Cleveland administration 
re- 


fused to obey an existing lav,' as regards 
some tariff regulations -and-'the courts 
deciding Secretary Fairchild could not be 
compelled to carry out the law, it would 
be found that the government did con- 
trol this, gold and would :diverfc it from 
the purposes designed. 


THE 


Some time ago much was said about 


the referendum. The Populists 
made 


use of this as a war «ry and declaimed 
about the will of 'the people as expressed 
in the initiative and.the referendum and 
that with these weapons the voice of the 
people would be duly heard. Now in 
some places the referendum has been 
given a trial and the trouble has been to 
induce a sufficient number of people to 
declare their wish to have certain ques- 
tions submitted to them. 


A gentleman at Columbus, 0., Mr. 


Washington Gladden, who has achieved 
an international fame as a writer tipon 
economic and political subjects, has been 
much interested in the referendum and 
believed it to be a fine thing in'which the 
people were able, if utilized, to express 
their disapproval or approval, of acts of 
their' officials. This Mr. Gladden is a 
clergyman and now pastor of a Colum- 
bus Congregational church,'also a mem- 
ber of the city council, this latter a posi- 
tion he was 'forced to accept at most 
urgent invitations of the people of liis 
ward. Not long since an ordinance of 
the city council, providing for the issu- 
ance of bonds to provide for the building 
of .a municipnil system of electric lights 
and also additional for public sewers, 
was submitted to the people for appro- 
val or rejection. But what was the re- 
sult? Columbus has 35,000 voters regis- 
tered, but for this important election 
which wns to decide upon the issuing of 
$3,000,000 city bonds, but 0,000 people 
thought sufficiently of the importance of 
the election to come out and vote. 


In another matter in which Dr. Glad- 


den had become interested he sought to 
ascertain the wishes of his constituents; 
some 2,100 in number. But out of this 
number of people thus furnished with 
the opportunity to express their senti- 
ments flt a very little trouble to them- 
selves, but between 300 and 400 thought 
sufficiently 
of the kindly intentions of 


their good friend to do him the favor of 
even a reply 
one w*y or the other. 


This is discouraging and it has proved so 
to an earnest friend of the plain, com- 
mon people, the every day people with- 
out frills. Dr. Gladden will worry no 
more about the referendum process at 
least.

PIUXCIPI.T3S. 


It is submitted that should the agri- 


cultural department undertake, to guar- 
antee the returns to fruit shippers of a 
certain amount if the sales and charges 
bring down the proceeds below profitable 
exportation, it will be exceedings its lim- 
its. 
It seems congress provided as fol- 


lows : 


"To investigate in cooperation with 


other divisions of the department and 
experiment stations of the several states 
the market conditions affecting the fruit 
trade of he United States and 
foreign 


countries and the methods of harvesting 
packing, storing and shipping fruit and 
vegetables, and for experimental ship- 
ments of fruits to foreign countries for 
the purpose of increasing the exporta- 
tion of American fruits, and for all neces- 
sary expenses connected with the practi- 
cal work of the same," 


This ia being taken to mean, it is said, 


that the government can guarantee to 
all persons shipping fruit abroad, mer- 
chants and exporters, that they shall not 
meet with any losses. Individuals, of 
course, probably will not be considered. 
A statement of tins Bays: 


"It is proposed by the agricultural de- 


partment to go into partnership with a 
immber of merchants and exporters, the 
terms of the partnership being that the 
United States shall stand all losses arid 
the exporters reap all the profits. Yet 
it is claimed by the po'mological experts 
of the department that the government 
will reap profits enough in the form of 
scientific knowledge to compensate for 
any loss that may be sustained through 
the otherwise unequal partnership." 


It secma a favorable report has been 


made by the treasury officials that the 
law .tbove means the treasury may guar- 
antee fruit shippers against losses. But 
to many people this will appear as a per- 
version of the principles of a protective 
tariff and unjust 
to the exporters of 


other products and manufactures and 
provisions. 


TOO MANY IiAWS. 


If one of these days the people rise 


on masse and by appropriated action 
provide that not another new law be en- 
acted for n. decade beyond the annual 
appropriation laws necessary for certain 
fixed purposes, the physical welfare of 
humanity would be considerably ad- 
vanced. There are altogether too many 
laws, too many bungling things called 
laws that are only excrescences upon 
the statute books, too many purposeless, 
colorless things, called laws that 
are 


only there as monuments of the well 
meant desire of more or less legislatures 
to convey .tho impression to their con- 
stituents that they were earning their 
salaries and making a reputation. 


Tho desire to pose in the world of pol- 


itics may and probably-does account for 


some of the new laws that are inflicted 
upon the people, as well aa the everlast- 
ing, itch of cranks and. radicals to inflict 
their wank ideas upon the people in the 
shape of law. -It"is said to be the fact 
by an eastern jurist that there were 
more new laws enacted by the New 
York legislatures within the last ten 
years than were enacted during the ex- 
istence of ancient Greece, and 
exceeded 


the number, of laws enacted by olden 
Rome in 5W) years, and it can be readily 
believed this statement is not in the 
least exaggerated. An eastern paper in 
commenting upon the ovedawed state of 
th« countrv savs: 
* 
* 
\ 
"It cannot be gainsaid that as a na- 


tion we are very much over-lawed. Sys- 
tematic revision, condensation and elim- 
ination are needed to bring matters 
down to a systematic basis in .keeping 
with tins busy age. The ta«k would be 
herculean, however, and one that would 
cause the most asiduous student of the 
law to shudder; yet its accomplishment 
would bring a distinction that will some 
days make it well worth the doing." 


THE .POSTAL REVENUES. 


It is exceedingly pleasant to know 


from the postal authorities that the rev- 
enues are materially larger than last 
year, though as yet excessive rates con- 
tinue to be paid the railroads for carry- 
ing the mails and for the use of postal 
cars, a rental paid jor these annually 
much exceeding the cost *f the car itself. 
'It is proposed to further enlarge the rev- 
enues by increasing the 
burden upon 


the newspapers which would 
of course 


postpone -still further the day when the 
roads will be compelled to make charges 
in reason for transporting the mails. 
The government now pays railroads 
about a round third of the postp.l reve- 
nues, and the injustice to the people is 
helped along by the custom of the de- 
partment of estimating the weight of 
the mails carried once t-rery four years 
and this in the busiest season of the 
year. It seems singular no Republican 
legislator can interest himself sufficient- 
ly to have this matter of mail transpor- 
tation thoroughly investigated and an 
end put to the wrong. The claimed bur- 
den of the second class mail matter, that 
of newspapers, is nothing alongside the 
overpaid railroads. There are of course 
fake papers that should be suppressed, 
and probably some literature sent by the 
pound rate, but outside of, this the $35,- 
000,000 paid railroads for carrying the 
mails is monstrous. Still the depart- 
ment is charged with contemplating a 
project next winter which 
will add a 


most serious burden to the press of the 
country, 


A PITIABLE SIGHT. 


That was a most pitiable sight tho 


other day in Ireland, when harvest 
hands protested by marching through 
the streets of a town, headed by a beil- 
man, to voice tbeir protost against- the 
use of harvesting machinery, and at the 
same time demanding they be paid fixed 
wages. Their- rioting made necessary 
the calling of extra police, and it is ex- 
pected trouble will ensue if harvesting 
machinery be persisted in. The 
worst 


about all this is, that it is not able- 
bodied men fighting against labor-saving 
machinery, but 
women, fighting that 


their bread not be taken from them. 
Irish women who, as harvest hands, do 
men's work the day long and a long day 
at that, and in their rage natural enough 
at the coming of machinery, necessitate 
the employment of additional policemen 
that quiet be maintained. Can Ameri- 
can citizens imagine such a condition of 
things in this land of prosperity? A 
land where the use of all the latest im- 
proved agricultural machinery that can 
be secured ia necessary that the crops be 
gathered at nib and where in the harvest 
time, it is difficult to always secure suf- 
ficient help even with all the aid of im- 
proved machinery. 


SOMETHING 
NEW. 


The trial in marksmanship between a 


Minnesota team and a Wisconsin team 
in September is upon new lines and with 
ne.w weapors. The trial to 'decide the 
superiority of the two states is between 
a Minnesota company of the state mi- 
litia, first artillery, and a Wisconsin 
company, Battery A. The weapons used 
by the rival marksmen will be breech 
loading cannons 3.2 inch, and 1354 pound 
Ixvlls. The trial will take place at Camp 
Lake View In Minnesota and the chal- 
lenges are approved and accepted by the 
respective adjutant generals. 


. This first exhibition of the kind opens 
up a very interesting vista to the mi- 
litiamen of different states. The ordi- 
nary monotony of things may thus be 
varied and trials of drill and marksman- 
ship take place between the different 
states. Again, combined camps could be 
established by which the militia of ad- 
joining states could thus have the advan- 
tage of army drills jn larger numbers 
and division drills. 


ACTS ASD WORDS. 


The Iowa Republicans in their List 


platform adopt- some admirable and ring- 
ing pla-nks, and among them one.con- 
demning the disfranchisement of the col- 
ored people in the South. This is a 
healthy notice to the Iowa delegation to 
get down to business and in the coming 
congress put actual life Into this ringing 
resolution. So far but one congressman, 
Crumpacker, of Indiana, lias had the 
courage and the honesty to try. to give 
effect to Republican principles, and for 
his courage has been snubbed. The 
question is, are the Iowa Republicans to 
be turned down also? The .Federal con- 
stitution is being plainly nullified in a 
number of Southern states and a Repub- 
lican administration pays no official at- 
tention whatever to it. People may in 
consequence, if it is deemed better for 
political purposes not to reduce the. rep- 
resentation from the South in proportion 
to the number of votes cast, think it 
much more in consonance with the fit- 
ness of things for Republican conven- 
tions to omit passing such resolutions. 


THE SECRETAOaY 1MFVOKKD. 


, Th« imputing to the secretary""of th« 
navy the motive of managing the Sahley- 
Sampson inquiry that Admiral 
SchJey 


come out tarnished, is ( all wrong. It 
is openly stated if the verdict is against 
Schley that congres's will investigate for 
itself and that In addition the conduct of 
the navy bureau, itself and that this has 
concerned the president a good deal. It 
is further hinted a number of senators 
have also 
intimated the same thing. 


Now all this would "appear to many ex- 
celent people an attempt to hull the 
navy inquiry business. Why not wait 
and see what this court'of inquiry does 
and people read for themselves? If the 
proceedings are cooked and it is mani- 
fest injustice is being done either admir- 
al, then perhaps undoubtedly congress 
might take the matter up..

auction block was announced the other 
citizens of slave days, when Auctioneer 
Crabb stood upon the courthousl? steps 
and sold Sy Lewis, colored, to the high- 
est bidder. * A Jarge crowd was present> 
but no one seemed anxious to bid, prob- 
ably because it was uncertain whether 
one could get any real benefit from the 
negro if he purchased him. He was 
finally knocked down to Arch Hays, a 
young farmer, for $2. Lewis was sold 
into servitude for a period 
of nine 


months upon being convicted at the last 
term of the circuit court of vagrancy."

CRIB BURNED; 
TWELVEDEAD 


Terrible Calamity 
at 


Two Miles Out in 


Cleveland, 
Lake. 


SCENE OF HORROR 


WHEN AID ARRIVES 


Jumping in Water to Escape the 


Flames—Workmen Caught In Tun- 


nel 2OO Feet Under Bottom of 


take All Rescued But Three. 


CLEVELAND, Aug. 14.—Fire early to- 


day destroyed a temporary water works 
crib two miles out in the lake, result- 
ing in the death of at least teii men, 
while two others probably were fatally 
_ 


injured. In addition to a large number 
of workmen who were in the crib, elev- 
en others were at work in the tunnel 
leading thence, 200 feet below the bot- 
tom of the lake. As nir 
which 
was 


pumped to the crib to supply the men 
working in the tunnel was cut off as a 
result of its destruction, it was at first 
supposed that these meu had all perish- 
ed. 


Subsequently, however, 
nine 
of the 


men in the tunnel were rescued after 
heroic work upon the part of their fel- 
low workmen. 


At this writing it is said that two 


men are still in the tunnel but those 
rescued state that one of these, Victor 
Kauffman, of Canton, is dead. 


Following is a list of the dead aud in-, 


jured so far as now known: 


John Martina, drowned. 
Mike Snyder, drowned. 
Arthur Hasty, drowned. 
Victor Kauffman, Canton, suffocated. 
Five men, names unknown, burned to 


'death. 


The injured are: 
John Lee, broken back. 
O. Bmdd-oek, frightfully burned. 
Fire and harbor tugs 
with 
rescuing 


parties on board reached the crib soon 
after the flames broke out, but when 
they arrived the structure was a seeth- 
ing mass of flames and all hopes of sav- 
ing it was abandoned. Meu could be dis- 
tinguished swimming and floating in the 
water shouting for help. Others were 
clinging to ropes which they had hitch- 
ed or tied to the rafters, but the (lames 
were burning the ropes away, while the 
men wore stark naked and one by one 
they were falling into the lake. 


The tugs circled around tho crib, pick- 


ing up men from the water and mean- 
time playing heavy streams upon the 
flames. 


After an hour's hard work, the flames 


were diministed enough so that the fire- 
men could climb up the charred steps 
and fight the fire from the interior. Then 
the horror of the calamity was first real- 
ized. Everything was a total wreck. 
While the firemen were pouring water 
on the flames there was a roaring fur- 
nace beneath which could not be reach- 
ed, but the firemen clung to thoir places 
and fought every inch of the way until 
the fire was under control. After two 
hours of hard work, five charred human 
bodies were found burned beyond recog- 
nition. Two were 
in the 
attitude of 


prayer. They must have been awaken- 
ed by the five but could not escape. They 
were caught like rats in a trap. 
One 


body was burned to almost nothing. All 
that could be found of it were a skull 
and some bones. The bodies of two oth- 
er men lay close to those that were on 
thei,r knees and it looked as thouQ-h they 
never knew what happened to them. As 
soon as the five bodies were discovered 
the tug Kennedy returned to the harbor 
aud 
notified the 
coroner. While this 


was "fling on ways and means wc-ro being 


'' devised to reach the mnn imprisoned in 


the tunnel whose air supply bad appar- 


S, ently been shut off entirely by the burn- 


ing of the compressed air machinery. 


At the mouth of the shaft it was like 


a furnace and the iron work was red 
hot from the flames. 


The water that 
was 
thrown on it 


turned into steam at once. 


Finally after a deluge of water 
had 


teen thrown 
on the smoldering shaft 


entrance, a voice was heard 
from 
the 


bottom calling for help. A line was 
quickly dropped down the shaft and as 
it tightened 
a shout of joy went up. 


The man was raised. It was Wm. Curry 
of Canton. His pallid face, covered with 
slime, hi.-! staring eyes and heaving chest, 
told of the horror of the hours .he had 
spent in the 
tunnel. As soon as he 


could gasp, (Jury said: "They are all at 
the bottom of the shaft; hurry up." 


In 
quick 
succession 
seven 
were 


brought up from the foul and stifling air 
of the tunnel. All v/ere in almost piti- 
able condition. A workman volunteered 
to rescue two men in the shaft and was 
quickly lowered. In a few moments 
the unconscious men were brought up 
more dead than alive. 


One or two men are supposed to be ly- 


ing dead in the tunnel, 
too far away 


from the shaft 
to 
be rescued: Tu;,'s 


that hurried out to the scene when the 
( 


fire was discovered succeeded in rescuing 
twenty men who were found clinging to 
wreckage and ropes.tied to the burning 
structure. 


The tunnel, 
which has been under 


course of construction for several years 
and is still far from complete, has been 
the cause, all told, of the loss of more 
than thirty lives. 


Four years ago an explosion in {he 


shore section of the tunnel resultel in 
the suffocation of eighteen. Two years 
ago in a similar accident several mote 
men were killed near .the scene of to- 
day's catastrophe^ .which adds -at least 
ten names t6 the death list;' 


The flic.e today was due t>v an over- 


heated boiler smoke stack. The boiler 
exploded soon after the flames broke 
out. The crib itself was of pine timber 
built up straight from the water edge. 
The men who were asleep in their I.mnks 
awoke to find themselves in the midst of 
flnmcs. 


Supt. Kingsley of the water works de- 


partment, who is in charge of the rescue 
work at the crib, believes four men are 
still imprisoned under the lake. Every 
effort will be made to rescue them. 


Late this afternoon it became known 


positively that three men were still in 
the tunnel. Their 
names are Adam 


Kest, John Eugiue and Victor Kaufman. 
The latter is known to be dead, and the 
others also probably are. 


Several attempts were made to reach 


them, but the rescuers were driven by 
four gases.

They use it for a burglar alarm that 
alarms the burglars and not the inmates 
of the house that is being robbed. 


Stepping to one of the instrument-as 


::hat can be found in every corner drug 
store in Hyde Park, the thieves ask for 
certain numbers. If they receive no an- 
swer to repeated rings they are ready 
for business. Tho failure to obtain an 
answer is construed to mean that there

ed up or that all its inmates are asleep.

Supreme Court nnd State Issues. 


The supreme court will have an un- 


•nsual number of cases of a public 
character to take up when it meets 
three weeks hence. One thinks at once 
of the Gates county organization case 
and .the Portage levee relief, which 
vill be pressed to immediate hearing. 
Then, too, there are the New Rich- 
mond relief claim and the Koeley cure 
orders' contention. Three of these mat- 
ters5 are thrown -into the courts by 
Attorney General Hicks, who ruled the 
legislation on which they are based un 
constitutional.
